Your parents' guns are good to protect you 
from bad people, but you must never touch a real gun 
without your parents' permission. 
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E is for EYES and EARS - Ear protectors 

are very important when you are shooting. Very loud 
noise is bad for your hearing. Brasco Buddies'" aWiays 
wear hearing protection when they go shooting with an 
adult. It is the smart thing to do. Eye protection is 
another good idea. 

Fis for FIREARMS can be FUN - 

hen you follow the rules of firearm safety, shooting at 

targets or hunting with an adult can be 
fun. Brasco" and his father are care- 
^ ful to point the muzzles of their 
rifles in a safe direction 
at all times. 
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G is for GUNSMITH - a Gunsmith knows 
how to make guns, and keep them working safely. 
Gunsmiths are important because they have special 
skills. They can machine, polish and color metal parts.

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Z is for ZERO IN - a firearm is not accurate 
or safe unless It shoots where It Is pointed. When a 
shooter adjusts the sights on his gun to Improve his 
accuracy It Is called "Zeroing In." To make sure he 
knows where the bullet will hit, Brasco" zeroes In his 
rifle while his father watches through binoculars and 
tells him whether his bullets are hitting high or low, left 
or right. 

As soon as they are done, Brasco" and his dad are 

going to clean their guns^ nnake suie they 
are properly sboied, and go to the zoo!

1 1 n 1982, the U.S. Court of Appeals, Se/enth CI rcuit, 
held that: 
"... there I s no const! tuti onal ri ght to be protect- 
ed by the state agai nst bd ng murdered by cri m- 
1 nalsor madmen. It is monstrous if thestatefails 
to protect its residents against such predators 
but it does not violate the due process clause of 
the Fourteenth Amendment or, we suppose any 
other provision of the Constitution. The 
Constitution is a charter of negative liberties; it 
tdls the state to \&. people alone; it does not 
require the federal government or the state to 
provi de servi ces, e/en so d ementary a ser vi ce as 
maintaining law and order." [Bowers v Dd^ito, 
U.S. Court of Appeals, Se/enth Circuit, 686F.2d 
616(1982). See also Rdffv City of Philaddphia, 
471 F. Supp. 1262 (E.D.Pa. 1979)].

...theSa/t/.a/ce7r/ibune reported an incident in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma in which 13-year-old Jarrod

of three younger brothers who sought refuge in a 
bedroom after an intruder burst into thdr home 
whi le the r parents were away. Accordi ng to the 
7r/ibtyne, while a brother dialed 911 the interloper 
tried to force the bedroom door open, at which 
point Jarrod 'went for his stepfather's .357 
M agnum and fired through the bedroom door, 
striking the man in thechest.'The man 'stumbled 
into the front yard and collapsed dead .'A pocket 
knife and 15-inch screwdriver were found on the 
body

I n 1993, after thefami ly home had been burgled 
SB/eral times, 17- year-old Darren Yakunovich of 
Kipton, Ohio stayed home from school in the 
hope of apprehend! ng the burglar. The thief did 
i ndeed stri ke agai n (it was an erstwhi lefriend), 
but when he entered an upstai rs room Darren 
ended hi s cri me career, at least temporari ly, by 
holding him at gunpoint until the police arrived. 
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
